Missouri, Kansas and Eastern. He 
is president of a number of other 
western 
lines. 
He was formerly 
receiver of the Northern 
Pacific 
railway. 
Mr. Rouse is 44 years of 
age. 
He is interested in a large 
number of Cleveland manufactur­ 
ing establishments.
